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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12,14-25, and 27-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts teach systems that have similar functions as disclosed. For 
instance: 

• Yasukazu Tamura, et al (JP 60-164512) teaches about Emergency Dynamic 
Braking System of Servomotor that discloses similar apparatus and method 
that is similar to the disclosure herein. 

• Oshima et al (US 5,241 ,255) discloses a method of failure detecting means 
for regenerative power absorbing apparatus that shows a dynamic braking 
resistor and a control switch connected to the positive and negative DC bus 
that are coupled to an inverter to drive a motor. 

• Youm et al (US 2004/0160792) shows a motor power supply that has a 
dynamic braking resistor along with other circuit components configured to be 
used in the process of regenerative braking method. 

However, none of the prior arts alone or in combination showed or taught the 
specific apparatus limitation that is found in the independent claim 1, 11, 12, and 
14. The specific reason for allowance is: 

"an over voltage protection resistor having a side connected between the 
braking resistor and the control switching element, and remaining side connected 
to the one connection terminal to be place in series with the control switching 
element" 
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the above-cited limitations in combination with the rest of the claim 
limitations are the reasons for allowance of the independent claims 1, 11, 12, and 
14. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
